*.* This edition is regarded by Schreiber as a second impression of 
the original issue, but a good deal of controversy exists as to its 
relative chronological position. It consists of 50 leaves of designs 
and inscriptions in gothic characters, printed from wood blocks by 
means of the frotton, on one side of the paper only, the blank 
sides being pasted together, with the exception of the first and 
last; with signatures a-x. The blocks have been cut with 
remarkable skill, and the impressions are unusually clear and good, 
a pale brown ink has been used, and all the illustrations are in 
perfectly pure uncoloured state. The first leaf is slightly defective, 
to the extent of the loss of three letters and a small portion of 
design, the deficiency supplied in MS., there are one or two small 
holes in this leaf and the last; a few margins have been slightly cut 
into ; the 11th and 12th leaves have a small hole; in one or two 
cases the paper guards at the inner margin have been pasted over 
small portions of the designs; |.
